‘ soen at South Station, Camton, equipped with American rifles, tommy guns, 
aud other Amoricen supplies; they marched to Hsichuan, in Canton's western 
‘ suburbs. 


2. During the night of 15 May, 1,500 troops landed on the west bank at Canton 
from tow boats end proccoded to their billets in the northern outskirts of 
Canton. 


3. On 16 lay, 4,009 soldiers of the 3 Field Army quartered in Shaho, at the 
northeastern edge of Canton, moved eastward along the highway toward the 
East River Basin, Attached to this unit was an artillery battelicn with 
12 x 75 mm guns and 80 mules and horses. 


4. During the night of 23=24 Uay, 3,000 troops of the 468 Arny, 4 Field Army, 
arrived in Canton by the Canton—Jankow railroad. They were billeted in 
villages around Canton end gave no indication of moving elsewhere. 


6. In late ia; the 127 Division, 43 Army, stationed in Yinhsien* end Lienchou 
(109-10, 21-38), wore ordered to clear out zuerrillas from the Yundred 
Thousand Mountain Renge bordering Mwangsi and Indochina. During larch and 
April remnants of guerrillas in the Yaoshan (109- , 23- ) district fled 
to this mountain renge, which is a hide»out for Twangtung and Kvengsi 
guerrillas.

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In late May the 27 Battalion of the engineers regiment of the 15 Aray 
Group moved from Cauton to Nanshiht'ou (44) 2 9% ), om the south bank of 
the Pearl River in the Canton area, vhere it is building defenses, Five 


hundred militiamen from the Vest River aros of rangtune left Canton for 


Kukong (Ch'uchiang ~ 113-33, 2450) by train. 


On 29 May a regiment of the 151 Division and a battalion of Ghinese 
Gemmnist ertillery troops were in the Blas Bay area. 


On 29 May there were Chinese Communist Army observation posts and 
approximately 100 troops on the Tahsingtao (x  % ) and Bsiachsingtac 
CA, 2 ) Isiends southeast of P'inghal (114-55, 22-87), The coast of 
the Ptinghei area was heavily fortified and 5 Chinese Communist steam 
vessels were patrolling the area, constantly. 


On 27 May plague in the Loch'ang (113-15, 25405) erea was serious and 
spreading. On 27 May tha Canton-<Hankow Reilroad Bureau announced that 
effective 27 iiay train service was temporarily suspended betwoon Canton 
ond Wuchteng (114-17, 30.32) vocause of plague in the Lochang areas service

In late Yay the Central and South China Military Area Command at Hankow 
decided to call up a12 mon between the ages of 16 and 350 for a military 
training period of five weeks. They will be instructed in the use of 
rifles, mortars end grenades, After the training course, they will be 
classified as reserves in readiness for enlistment as regulars.
